Work at Once.

About $3,000.00 Appropriations

Y Locals and Businessmen’s Association Urged to’ 
Take Action and Have Order Rescinded. 


Great surprise and indignation, was 
cuused through the city and district 
a few days ago, when it became known 
that the. U.I-.A.. government at  Hd- 
monton had ‘summarily cancelled, all 
road and bridge work in the Wetaski- 
win constituency. We understand in 
the neighborhood of $3,000.00 for road 
work alone is involved in up cancella- 
tion. 

For the past seven years the govern- 
ment road crew has operated until 
freeze-up, and in some parts of the 
constituency, both east and west of 
the city, it has been found more con- 
venient to work out government money 
after haying and harvest than earlier 
in the season. 

The above amount was actually 
Puthorized by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works under the Stewart adminis- 
tration, and instructions were in the 
hands of the different foremen to have 
the work done. Wetaskiwin has had 
no more than its share of government 
road expentiture during 1921 than it 
was entitled to, and in every place 
where the money was to have been 
spent it was badly needed. The can- 
celling of this money for Wetaskiwin 
by, the Farmer's government under 
“these circumstances surely has been 
done without fair consideration — to 
this constituency, and it is to be 
-Sincerely hoped that. the powers that 
be will reconsider their decision, and 
rescind their order, otherwise a great 
injustice will be done this district, as 
this. ‘appropriation, will: bs, pritirealyvlost 
“to “Wetaskiwin, as all authorizations 
for the expenditure’ of government 
money expire automatically on De- 
cember dist each year. 

Never before, since the province 
was Inaugurated, has. the Wetaskiwin 
district been subjected to such treat- 
ment and it is up to the U.F.A. and 
the Wetaskiwin Businessmen’s Assoc- 
jation to take immediate action and 
see that this city and district is not 
imposed upon in this manner. 

“Equal Rights’ is all Wetaskiwin 
wants, and this is a splendid oppor- 
_ tunity for the U.F.A. locals of this 
constituency to put one of their planks 
into effect. “Do not be ruled by your 
representatives, but rule through 
them”. Let no time be lost in taking 
action, as the time for road work will 
soon be over for this year,

A WORD OF APPRECIATION 

As I perused the last issue of your 
paper, I was very. pleased to see that 
you had an article therein written by 
J. P. Hall, concerning the present Far- 
mer government of Alberta and_ its 
probable policy, ete. The article in 
question is one of the most fair I have 
read, written as J understand, by an 
outsider, who is not a farmer, and it 
is tolyour credit, Mr. Editor, that you 
put such articles in your paper, es- 
pecially as some other Liberal organs 
seem very anxious to discredit, or be- 
little the farmers, telling us before the 
election that, what che country. needed 
was a “ safe and sane government” 
and of course if the people voted ina 
Farmers’ government, the country 
would not be safe and sane, and would 
be “dominated by a class” which if 
they went into politics as a class, 
would be “a menace to the country.” 
They were lined up with the Bolshev- 
iks, etc. They would not have men 
to man the important positions, and 
many other misrepresentations. 

I, for one, do not expect to see the 
farmer government disturbing the pre- 
Deane order of things very much, as a 
class they are too conservative to act 
[eens and too inexperienced in poli- 
tics and big finance to dare undertake 
any experience of a radical nature. 
They have seen how attempts of a 
more radical nature have been met 
by the big interests south of the line, 
and no doubt they have learned to “go 
slow” enough. I, in fact, do not ex- 
pect to see much of a change for the 
better in our economic system because 
the farmers have got into power, not 
at least for some time. Still, I like to 
see them have a chance at it. They 
are the most numerous as a class, 
next to industrial labor, their industry 
is the basic one. As a class they are 
staunch, sturdy, patient, persistent 
und as economical as any other class, 
and they have a number of men and 
women amongst them who are stu- 
dents of economics, and industrial con- 
tions, men and women of adminis: 
trative ability. Other party candidates 
when they were elected, did not have 
much experience, and many had yery 
meugre ability and insight in things 
relating to legislative positions. No 
examinations as to capability have 
been required on the part of the major- 
ity of farmer party candidates—they 
had to learn after they took office. 
{[ venture to hope that the farmers 
will do ag well as other parties given 
an equal chance and time to get ex: 
yerience, Afterall what has been done 
in the past by “old line parties’? What 
ig the “result?”, Is is general welfare, 
well being, and steady prosperity, 
harmony and content? A tree shall 
be judged by its fruit. Ido not claim 
that nothing good has been accom: | 
plished in the past. Far from it. I 
refer to general conditions. We know 
that under past governments certain

WINNIPEG, Aug. 29—A scheme cf 
state unemployment insurance to be 
put into effect ag soon ag it‘can — be 
brought about, with the situation alley- 


fated during the interim by the con- 
struction of necessary public works 
by tbe federal and provincial govern- 
ments, is the plan which is being consi- 
dered «by the Trades and Labor Con: 
gress of Canada at its convention here, 
as one tending to the relief of pres: 
ent and future distress caused hy un- 
employment in thig country, 

With this is coupled a request to the 
federal government that all Oriental 
immigration be barred permanently 
and that all immigration from Europ- 
ean countries be put under the ban for 
two years with the exception of bona 
fide agricultural workers. These re- 
commendations were returned by the 
committee on unemployment and im- 
migration, of which E. W. A. O'Neill 
of Fiamilton, is chairman, late in the 
afternoon, and they are forming the 
subject of debate at a session tonight. 

The unemployment committee's re- 
port decjared that the problem was 
acute, and threatened to become more 
serious this winter, and said that 
imethods of relief hitherto used had 
been hasty, temporary, localized and 
inadequate. The principle was laid 
down that “the first charge upon in- 
dustry, is, of right, and ought to be, | 
the adequate maintenance of the work:

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Boost Your Own 
Home Town. 

Tho development of local patriotism 
is essential to the success of any com- 
munity. The man or woman who 
sends money out,of that community to 
another community to buy goods which 
he could have ‘secured in his own 
comunity at a reasonable price, is a 
very indifferent citizen. 

It is a shame and a disgrace for any 
one to send money out-of their'own 
community when they can get what 
they want at home. On the other 
hand, if your merchants do not keep 
an assortment necessary to hold these 
dollars at home, or if they do keep 
the assortment, but asking more than 
they should for their goods, then it 
is a question“of getting after them, 
Decause they are a liability to your 
town. i; 

Now, then, why not form a commun- 


ity Club in your city or town for the 


purpose of trying to develop a better 
feeling? Why not, through this club 
get after the fellow who is continually 
sending his money away, and find out 
exdetly his reason for doing so. 

If he is the right kind, and Is frank 
in stating his reasons, then you will 
be in a position to try and remedy it. 
Why not send out a questionnaire let- 
ter to everyone in your community, 
asking if they deal in town, and if not, 
why not?—have them. state frankly 
who they’ have a “kick” agnuinst, if 
any, and have:them offer suggestions 
how you can best improve things in 
your town, Get to the bottom of the 
whole trouble, then call a meeting of 
your merchants, have these letters 
read right out, have a frank and thor- 
ough discussion, let nobody get sore, 
but be determined to improve matters, 
by’ so doing you will convince your 
community that you are trying to im- 
prove your town, trying, to encourage 
them to buy at home, and trying to 
make it worth: something for them to 
buy at home. 

The effect. of a, campaign of ;this 
nature ig, far-reaching. If it-hits the 
target, every citizen who is converted 
is started on the-road to a better idea 
of the responsibilities of citizenship, 
and every community possessing a 
goodly number of these kind of citi- 
zens is sure to make solid, sound and 
substantial progress. 


Disarmament 
Conference 

There is to be a big disarmament 
conference, held in Washington on 
the invitation of President Harding, 
in the month of November, and the 
much-vexed question of curtailing 
warlike expenditures will be fully dis- 
cussed. It is generally | understood 
that Great Britain and the United 
States favor disarmament to the far- 
thest limit, and France and Italy will 
probably favor it with the proviso 
that their enemies shall not be al- 
lowed to steal a march on them. Rus- 
sia ig in doubt, as the Soviets views 
are not on record, but it is probable 
that the Russian nation, if allowed to 
speak, would declare against war, 
China also naturally favors disarma- 
ment. The one great power, whose 
attitude was regarded ‘as somewhat 
uncertain, was Japan, but Japan has 
now formally accepted the invitation 
to the conference, with’ the stipulation 
“such problems as are of sole concern 
to certain particular powers or such 
matters as may be regarded ag accom- 
plished facts,” shall be scrupulously 
avoided. Possibly Japan has in mind 
Shantung pnd Korea, but while these 
knotty questions must hardly be con- 
sidered as. finally or irrevocably set- 
tled, they need not prove a bar to 
a great world-wide move towards dis- 
armament. Since the close of the 
war Great Britain has not inereased 
her naval strength, although Japan 
and the United States have been rap- 
idly increasing theirs. At the present 
time Japan is said to be spending 32 
pc. of. her national income on the 
building and manning of war vessels, 
while the United States congress only 
a few weeks ago authorized the spend- 
ing of $417,000,000 on her navy.‘ Brit- 
ain, facing these facts, a few days ago 
voted to build four super dreadnaughts 
of the Hood type, but these enormous 
and costly engines of war will not be 
begun until 1922 or finished before 
1924, No capital ship has been laid 
down for five years, and no cruiser, 
destroyer, or submarine since the arm- 
istice. Not only so but contracts for 
617 vessels in process of construction 
have been cancelled, and 200 old ships 
have been disposed of, At present

to be producing a movement toward 
thé farm... While; there were 4000 ‘nb- 
andoned farms ‘in: New England last 
fall, this symmer there are only 800, 
Mr. Chester Jones, says, in the New 
York Times,that unemployment — is 
filling jobs on, the farms, and’ also 
stimulating small farm enterprises. 
Many a man out of a job, seeing his 
savings dwindle, looks for a farm that 
will stand between him and starvation. 
Since the first of the year.70 per cent 
of the requests for farm information 
The States 
of the southwest are producing. the 
biggest: crop ‘since 1915, As to the 
danger of oyer ‘production, he points 
to the Norris bill-in the senate, which 
will stimulate exports by providing for 
a hundred million dollar corporation to 
make loans! to foreign buyers of agri- 
culture produce.:—‘‘Here are the wider 
aspects of the’ agricultural recovery 
that justify its arising a general econ- 
omic hopefulness.” There is its effect 
on the railroads. A big crop. neces- 
‘sitates heavy transportation Railroad 
men say they have the necessary rol- 
ling stock on hand to carry it ino a 
short time, and. they add that this 
stimulus to ‘transportation will help 
materially in pulling them out of the 
depression. The bankers and the busi- 
ness men-at the cattle pool conven- 
tion, held in Chicago a little > while 
ago, stated that if a large part of the 
crop was marketed within the next 
three months, as the market indicates 
it will be, it would. help to relieve the 
whole financial. situation throughout 
the country.” 

Agricultural prospérity means gen- 
eral prosperity, and in the present 
state of the world, with famine in 
Russia followin gfamine in China, we 
need hardly fear. overproduction in 
food, 


The First to 
Be Let Out. 


Apparently following out its declar- 


ed policy of rigid, cconomy in staffs 


in the various departments of the gov- 
ernment, Premier Greenfield’s admin- 
istration has already begun to reduce 
the staffs. ‘ 
The first department to be affected 
is that of agriculture, and the  un- 
nouncement has been made of the re, 


tirement of Professor A. E, Meyer, 
superintendent of the agricultural 


schools of the. province. Mr. Meyer 
retired from the government’s  ser- 
vice last week~..Mr. Meyer has been 
in’ the’ west since. 1914. After lectur- 
ing for one year at Olds school of as- 
riculture, he was appointed superin- 
tendent of the agricultural schools. 

Tt igs understood that other — retire- 
ments from ‘the government service 
are to follow. ; 

It is believed that the new govern- 
ment considered Mr. Meyer's position 
a superfluous one, since there are 
superintendents in charge of each of 
the various schools. What other re- 
tirements will take place are nol cer- 
tain, but other departments are also 
to suffer a decrease in staffs —Alver- 
tan,
